gion ſo harſh and difficult to fleſh and blood, in regard of divers 
myſterious poſitions ir conſiſts of, as rhe Incarnation, ReſurreRi- 
on, the Trinity, &c. which,as one ſaid, are bones 10 Philoſophy, but 
milk to Faith, Ther isno Religion ſe pow ſpiritual. and ab- 
ſtraed from common natural Idea's, and ſenſual happines, as the 
Chriſtian :' No Religion thar excites man more to the love and 
praRice of vertue, and hatred of yice, or that preſcribes greater 
rewards for the one, and puniſhments for the other : A Religion 
thatin a moſt miraculous manner did expand her ſelf and propa- 
gat by ſimplicity, humblenes, and by a meer patlive way of forti- 
tude, growing up like the Palm-tree under the heavy weight of 
perſecution ; for never any Religion had more powerful oppoſiti- 
on, by yarieus kinds of puniſhments, oppreſlions and torrures, 
Which may be ſaid to have deck'd her with rubics in her very cra- 
dle; In ſo much that it is granted by her very enemies, that the 
Chriſtian in point of paſſive valour hath excecded all other Nari- 
ons upen carth, And *ris a thing of wondermenr, how at her very 


 fGrſt growth ſhe flew over rhe heads of ſo many interjacent vaſt 
\- Regions into this remote Iſle ſo ſoon, that her rays ſhould ſhine 


upon the Crown of a Britiſh Kingirſt of any,l mean King Iucivs, 

the true Proto CLriſtian King in the days of Elcutherius, at which 

rime ſhe recciv'd her pripagation : but for her plantation ſhe had

who came therby to be thc firſt founder of the Tartarian Empire; 
this King of Tenduc wasthe true Prefer John, not the Ethiopian 
King of the Habaſſins, as Scaliger would have ir, whoſe opinien 
is as far diſtant from truth in this poinr, as the Southerneſt part 
of fr from the Northcaſt part of 4ſ#a, or as a Facobite is from a 
Neftor:an.

it hot roo ; bur we may ſay,that what beverage ſocver we make, 
either by brewing, by diſtiiarion, decoQion, percolation or preſ-. 


ſing, it is but water ar firſt, nay wine it ſelf is bur warer ſublim'd,, 


being nothing elſe but rhat moyſture and ſap which is caus'd ei- 
ther by xain or other kind of irrigations about the roots of the

| Another Parlement would have propos'd waies 
for the regulation of her Court ; 'bur ſhe ſent them 
another ſuch Meſſage, That ſhe wondred they being 
call'd bp ber thither co conſult of public affairs, they 
ſhould intermeddle with the goverment of her ordi- 
nary Family, and to think her to be ſo ill a Huswife
